Crime

criminals 
and lopholes in the criminal law al­ 
so were discussed by Mr. Crim, who 
has charge of criminal law enforce­ 
ment for the government. 
“On the Canadian border, on the 
Mexican border, on the Atlantic 
Ocean, on the Gulf of Mexico, on 
the Pacific Ocean, we have a belt 
around the entire United States, a 
veritable ’no man’s land* where li­ 
quor smuggling, graft and 
murder 
are committed in a degree of delib­ 
erately and skillfully organized 
in 
famy which is without parallel in the 
American history,’’ said Mr. 
Crim. 
“In Logan and Mingo Counties, West 
Virginia, in Williamson County 
in 
Illinois, in Osage County, Oklahoma, 
in Morehouse Parish, Louisiana and 
other places we have had during the 
past two years demonstrations 
of 
lawlessness, which to say the least, 
arouses 
the 
solicitude 
of 
every 
thoughtful citizen. 
“For many years there has been a 
powerful current of political opinion 
flowing throughout our society devit­ 
alizing local government under auth­ 
ority of the state and saddling police* 
responsibility on the federal govern­ 
ment that is essentially the function 
of local government. 
Illogical and

They also put corn at 96 
percent, oatB 101 percent, apples IQI 
percent, timothy 95 percent, clover

Missouri wheat had entirely to o ! 
much rain in the southeast counties 
and wa* badly damaged by overflow* 
and standing water in May.

Car Shortage Impends. 
W ASHINGTON, 
June 
12.—A car 
' shortage Is inevitable this fall, which 
i w ill be fully as bad, is not worse 
| than the shortage of last year, when 
m illions of dollars’ worth of fruit and 
produce rotted in the w est because 
of the growlers’ inability to ship it to 
m arket. 
This gloom y prospect, governm ent 
officials said today, was amply borne 
lout by reports from all parts of the 
j country. 
How to m eet the situation 
is a question loom ing larger and 
1 larger as the tim e approaches for 
: heavy seasonal m ovem ent of crops. 
Even at present, considered a com ­ 
paratively quiet tim e in the shipping 
world, just before 
the 
midsummer 
m ovem ent of crops, the railroads are 
jammed and unable to supply the de­ 
mand for cars. 
The car shortage 
M ay 31 w as reported officially by the 
Am erican Railway A ssociation today 
as 16,277 cars. 
W hat it will be when the w est be­ 
gins to dump grains and produce at 
term inals, no official today would at­ 
tem pt to estim ate. 
The American Railway A ssociation 
is cognizant fully of the situation and 
is m oving to m eet it to forestall the 
nation wide flood of criticism expect- 
j ed when growers are again forced to 
see the fruits of their labor rotting 
because railroads cannot handle it. 
To m eet partly the situation the I 
association today announced appoint­ 
ment of several “regional advisory 
boards." 
These consist entirely of 
“big shippers,” giving the shipping 
public a direct voice in the activities 
of the car service division, and have 
been appointed,

announcem ent 
said, “to bring 
about

m easure of cooperation betw een ship­ 
pers and
